The film entitled “In search of 
Tolerance” explores the search for 
religious freedom in the New 
World. Some groups, fleeing in- 
tolerance in Europe, fled to Am- 
erica where they braved a hostile 
Wilderness, Among these were 
the Pilgrims who became a sym- 
bol for self-reliance and their suc- 
cess inspired others to come, The 
New England Puritans are remem- 
bered, too, for the strength of 
their convictions which soon turn: 
ed to self-righteousness. They be- 
came famous for the very intoler- 
ance they had attempted to leave 
behind in Britain, 

In contrast to this was the Phil- 
adelphia example, the “City of 
Brotherly Love” founded in 1681 by 
William Penn, an English Quaker, 
Which became a place of tolerance, 
Philadelphia’s Liberty Bell, ori- 
ginaly in honor of religious free- 
dom, came -to represent mich 
more. The city was the center of 
the American Revolution and the 
locale for the signing of both the 
Constitution: and the Bill of Rights 
which for the United States for:

The first (which 
passed) required that a homebuy- 
er put 5% down payment on the 
propenty before the state could 
offer assistance. The. proposal 
would exclude: yelérans and. oth- 
ers who could obtain mortgage’ 
loans guaranteed by federal agen- 
cies which require a. smaller down 
payment. 

A second améndmenit, which 
sought to.limit the use of mortgag- 
es to the purchase of single-famiily 
homes, - was narrowly défeated.
